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Aquilla Phillips, Arrested On Manslaughter 


Charge In The Emler Case, Released On Bond 


Phillips In Squire Abbott's Court 


Pleads Not Guilty And Asks To 
Be Bound Over To Common Pleas 
Court—Fix Bond At $1,500 
Which Is Quickly Furnished By 
Many Friends. 


Aquilla A. Phillips. 50, Conesville 


farmer, was arrested Tuesday after, 
noon and taken before Justice E_ G. 
Abbott on a manslaughter charge 
which was preferred by 
Prosecutor 


Don C. Porter as the result of the 
death of Alva Emler, aged 32. which 
occurred at 11:45 Saturday night fol- 
lowing a fistfight with Phillips less 
than an hour before. 


Phillips at once pleaded not guilty 


and asked to be bound over to the 


~ common pleas court which will hold its 


next session about the middle of Sep- 


_ tember. Bond was fixed in the sum of 


$1500 which was furnished, C. H. Ma- 
gruder, Matthew McConnell, Matthew 
Crawford, Frank E. Karr and G. W. 
Cascingham 
acting 
as bondsmen. 


Phillips was at once released and re- 
turned home in the evening in an 
auto with friends. 


Declares His Innocence. 


Phillips appeared to lake the arrest 


as a matter of course ami did not ap- 
pear frustrated or alarmed. He again 
asserted his innocence and the first 
indication of his defense came when 
he said in answer to Justice Abbott's 


** request for his plea. "I must plead not 


•» guilty. I do not believe that I am re- 


sponsible for Emler'* death. I only 
acted in self-defense." 


Indicates Defense. 


Phillips also indicated another line 


of defense when lie said: 
"I 
only 


•want one man closely questioned as to 
what occurred after I left the scene 
for home until Emler died. 1 do not 
know what trouble Emler had with his 
father and brother but I am told that 
they had a fi.ciit." 


Testimony At inquest. 


Ira Emler. a younsrcr brother, ad- 


mitted at the inquest that he with his 
bare foot had kicked Emler in the 
right side while attempting to pacify 
him. Another report says that during 
the struggle Emler fell against a stove 
making an abrasion about the head. 
According to a statement 
made by 


Coroner F. M. Marshall following the 
postmortem and inquest, a bruise over 
the temple was the only mark on Em- 
ler's body. 


Many Go On Bond. 


After Phillips had been released and 


- bad left the Justice's office for home, 


five other men came in and asked to 
be allowed to so on his bond. They 
were Clyde Wheeler. Dr. E. A. Mar- 
quand. S. R. McDonald. II .S. Dawson 
and E. G. Robinson, ail of Conesville. 
This brot the total number of bonds- 
men up to ten and. it is said, that 
any number of others volunteered to 
aft as his bondsmen. 


Nominal Bond Fixed. 


Phillips' arrest was more or less a 


matter of form as it was realized he 
would not attempt to escape. 
Bond 


was fixed in a nominal amount for that 
reason. Coroner F. M. Marshall leav- 
es this mornine for Baltimore and will 
not return uniil ten days later. In the 
meantime the result of the inquest 
will be withheld.

Section 12404, Gen. Code. 


Section 12-SK-J of the General Code 


reads as follows: 
"Whoever unlaw- 


fully kills another, except in the man 
ner described in ihe next four preced- 
ing clauses, is suiliy of manslaughter, 
and shall be imprisoned not less ihan 
one year nor jnore than twenty years. 


Four Preceding Sections. 


The four preeedins sections refer- 


red to govern murder in the first de- 
gree. Murder by obstructing a railroad 
rrack. Killing of a guard by a convict, 
and Murder in the second degree. 


From ihe language of the affidavit 


it is . Jear that Phillips is held on a 
manslaughter charge. 
At common 


law. manslaughter is ihe unlawful kill- 
ing of another, without malice either 
express or implied, which may be vo- 
luntarily upon a sudden heat, er inad- 
vertently, but in the 
commission of 


some unlawful act, (Sutcliff V. State. 
18 Ohio. -169. 476). 


"Unlawful Act" 
Defined. 


An unlawful act is deiined thus: If 


a man is fighting with another, not in- 
tending to kill. b::t by sonic unlucky 
blow death ensues, he is guilty of 
manslaughter. Not because he intend- 
ed to inflict death, but becar.se be was 
encased in an unlawful act. and the 
blow and the death were iiie conse- 
quences of that act. and he must; be 
responsible for it as tho he had do- 
signed the result. Any killing without 
an intent to effect death, unless it is 
justifiable or excusable, is manslaugh- 
ter only. 


Manslaughter Conviction. 


In order to convict of manslaughter 


ihe evidence brot forward by ihe state 
must prove: 


1. That the accused inflicted 
the 


blows or wounus upon the de- 
ceased as stated. 


2. That the accused did the act un- 


lawfully. 


". That the death wa.~ caused by 


blows or wounds inflicted by the 
accused. 


4. Tha? the d-^ath occurred within 


the county alleged.
